Almost any firm in town, in the vil- 
lage, or on the highway has its place 
of business decorated and named accord- 


ing to the kind of business it is in. If he , 


is a junk dealer he is not after the high 
class merchandise, but the junk and dis- 
carded things are what he is looking for. 
Another thing, he is not ashamed of his 
business for he will have “JUNK” in 
box-car letters over his place; and so it 
is with almost every business. You can 
tell what kind of establishment you are 
entering before you get inside. 

Some churches try to make their meet- 
ing place a place of entertainment or a 
place of amusement. They will have a 
place to play bridge (cards), have social 
parties, ladies’ clubs, even light forms of 
gambling, and a dress parade on Sunday 
and Sunday night. They are strict in 
the “things” that are going on, and about 
all the pastor can do is keep something 
going to entertain his sheep. Many Sun- 
day Schools are trying to excel in number 
more than they are trying to plant the 
first good seed of the gospel in the young 
hearts, which would culminate in more 
business for the Church in later years. 
Many a child is turned out the side door 
of the Sunday School room after class is 
over when he has never heard the mes- 
sage, therefore future business for the 
Church is lost. The sale is not made the 
first visit, every time. 

One of Paul’s slogans was “I am de- 
termined to know nothing among you 
save Jesus Christ and him crucified.” The 
only way you can sell a man on anything 
is to be sold on it yourself. When your 
stock runs low your trade is slow. When 
a few calls are made and your customer 
denied, he begins to look other places, and 
with your stock low you begin to branch 
off into another business. 

What is your slogan today? Does just 
anything do? When you start shamming 
your produce and “it makes no differ- 
ence, they will buy anyway,” your busi- 
ness is headed for bankruptcy. Stick to 
the slogan and your business will pros- 


per. 
WHAT IS. YOUR BUSINESS? 
The slogan of the early Church must 
surely have been “Putting over the pro- 
gram,” and the program was soul-saving. 
It mattered not what the cost—lives, 
homes, wealth, everything. Their goal 
was not fame and fortune but the gospel 
to every creature, and to maintain this 
work every phase has to be carried on. 
This is not just a local business; it goes 
farther than your community, but you 
can’t neglect the local work and put all 
your time and means in the general. 
Brother, there is a program to put over 
in the town in which you live, and when 


that program is neglected the whole work 
in general will be hindered soon. That 
program is one of the greatest of all pro- 
grams—SOUL-SAVING. 
SOUL-SAVING 

What could be any greater? There is 
one great purpose in the Church (or 
should be), that is, soul-winning. With 
devising plans and ways to raise finance, 
we are in danger of neglecting ways to 
save souls. Paul in the ninth chapter of 
First Corinthians gave them notice that 
he had power over them to expect sup- 
port, and gave one of the greatest argu- 
ments for the support of the ministry. 
Yes, he had the right to expect it of them 
but he had not left his slogan for in the 
22nd verse his own words are, “I am 
made all things to all men that I might 
by all means save some.” When you neg- 
lect the tree your source of fruit fails. 
When this part of the program is not 
neglected and you are doing a good busi- 
ness in soul-saving, every other phase of 
the program is easily carried out. 

WHERE IS YOUR SOURCE OF 

POWER? 

You can’t eat and drink from the same 
tree and cow always. There has to be a 
new tree, etc. 

There are many places that have not 
been reached with the gospel. The mis- 
sion spirit is in the church that is doing 
its best to save souls in the local work. 
You find a church where its stock is 
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low (mission spirit) and I’ll show you a 
crowd of soreheads, pouting, grumbling 
about the church bills being hard to 
meet, and about the pastor, finding fault 
with him, saying, “We need a new pas- 
tor; our pastor has lost his hold on the 
people;” the crowds are small, in fact, 
about all there is is a crowd of dictators, 
“rule or ruin.” Why a babe (in Christ) 
would be afraid to get in a crowd like 
that. Did you know the power in a fam- 
ily is greater when the number is greater? 

Don’t you guess that Paul received one 
of the greatest blessings in the conversion 
of the jailer after he suffered? A big sale 
made! It is not that we can’t have crowds 
and convince the town on our product. 
We can if we will brighten up our place 
of business, trade off that old stock of 
snarls, growls, pouting, contentious spirit, 
and fault-finding, for a heart full of new 
shiny merchandise such as love, love for 
the brethren, peace, interest, and energy. 
Who is it that doesn’t like to go into a 
place where everybody is congenial, full 
of life, and appreciative of your pres- 
ence? And when they come you will sell 
them on your merchandise (gospel), and 
a good satisfied customer is one of your 
greatest advertisers,—our greatest source 
of power, “satisfied customers.” 

OUR CHANCE TO DO BUSINESS 

While many churches have lost their 
vision and become lukewarm and have 
taken the altar (mercy seat) rail out of 
their churches, nothing to entice people 
but a cold, powerless message, and a 
handshake, card signing and church join-

Let us search the Scriptures and ‘see 
what they say about such a question 
which has arisen in the last few years and 
perverted so many people who failed to 
search the Scriptures for themselves.

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The Man of Sin 

‘And I saw when the Lamb opened 
one of the seals, and I heard, as it were 
the noise of thunder, one of the four 
beasts saying, Come and see. And I saw, 
and behold a white horse: and he that sat 
on him had a bow; and a crown was 
given unto him: and he went forth con- 
quering and to conquer,” Rev. 6:1, 2. 

Immediately after Jesus took the sealed 
book, He began to break the seals. The 
sealed book was not delivered to Him un- 
til after the raptured saints were gathered 
around the throne in glory. Read the 4th 
and Sth chapters of Revelation. When 
He broke the first seal a man came forth 
on a white horse having a bow in his 
hand. Some teach that this man on the 
white horse is Jesus but this could not 
be. Jesus comes on the white horse in 
Rev. 19:11-16, so we are sure that this 
is Antichrist or the man of sin that 
comes forth at this time, Rev. 6:1, 2.

Jesus 
has already conquered and sat down on 
the right -hand of the Father. At His 
death on the cross He perfected the plan 
of salvation and He is in heaven waiting 
for all prophecies to be fulfilled before 
He returns to bring everlasting righteous- 
ness. 
ANTICHRIST’S COVENANT WITH 

THE JEWS 

‘And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the sac- 
rifice and the oblation to cease, and for 
the overspreading of abominations he shall 
make it desolate, even until the consum- 
mation, and that determined shall. be 
poured upon the desolate,” Dan. 9:27. 

Daniel’s vision concerning the return 
of the Jews was divided into weeks. We 
understand that this vision did not in- 
clude any of the Gentiles or the Church 
dispensation. The first division was sev- 
en weeks or forty-nine years, during 


which time the Jews were to return from 
Babylon and rebuild the walls and temple. 
The second division was sixty-two weeks 
or four hundred and thirty-four years. 
This dated from the rebuilding of the 
walls until the crucifixion of Christ. 
There was only one more week left out 
of the seventy weeks, and this was the 
week spoken of in Dan. 9:27. 

As this vision included only the seed 
of Abraham, we are obliged to believe 
that this covenant made is with the Jews. 
The rapture has passed and the Antichrist 
now begins his work among the nations 
and as the Jews are in Jerusalem He con- 
firms the covenant with them for one 
week—-seven years. The world will have 
lost its balance and all commerce and in- 
dustries are broken down and this man of 
sin will cause every nation to prosper. 

And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the transgressors are come to 
the full, a king of fierce countenance, 
and understanding dark sentences, shall 
stand up. And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he shall 
destroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, 
and practise, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. And through his 
policy also he shall cause craft to pros- 
per in his hand; and he shall magnify 
himself in his heart, and by peace shall 
destroy many: he shall also stand up 
against the Prince of princes; but he shall 
be broken without hand,’ Dan. 8:23-25. 

The beast or the man of sin will make 
all businesses in the world prosper. 
Through his policy of deception he will 
make peace among the nations and cause 
great prosperity. 

The mighty and holy people spoken of 
in verse 24 are those who were not ready 
to go when Jesus came to take His people 
away. 1 Thess. 4:14-17. 

Matt. 25:1-13 shows that some who 
are Christians will not go in the rapture. 
Also Matt. 24:37-44 proves that some 
will be left. These scriptures and others 
prove positively that many will not go in 
the rapture who think they are ready; 
and we are sure that the mighty and holy 
people spoken of are the tribulation saints. 
The Laodicean church is the remnant of 
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saints left to go into the tribulation week. 
We feel that these scriptures are suffici- 
ent to prove that there will be people 
left here who will be called the mighty 
and holy people. ; 

There will be three companies of wit- 
nesses during the tribulation week. First, 
the foolish virgins. While they were gone 
to get oil the bridegroom came and the 
door was shut. They must have gotten 
what they went after because they came 
back and knocked, and Jesus said, “I 
know you not.” He didn’t say, I never 
knew you. The next will be the two 
prophets who will come in the last half 
of the tribulation week and preach the 
everlasting gospel to the tribulation 
saints. Rev. 11:3-6. The third company 
will be the Laodicean church that goes 
out into the wilderness, which means 
among the people. But in the midst of 
the week when the beast demands that 
the Jews worship him instead of God, ev- 
ery Christian that fails to obey him will 
be slain. There will be millions who will 
take a stand for God and heartfelt reli- 
gion at this awful time. Especially will the 
Jews denounce Antichrist and they will 
give their lives for the religion that they 
love so well. 

The first three and a half years of 
Antichrist’s reign he will use deception. © 
He will set every nation in order and 
bring prosperity to the entire world. He 
will help the Jews rebuild their temple 
and allow them to go ahead with their 
temple worship just as they did before 
the crucifixion of Jesus. But in the midst 
of the week, after the first three and a 
half years is passed, he will draw the 
line and demand that they worship him. 
He will also place a mark on all his sub- 
jects and no man can buy or sell without 
this mark. Those who are real Christians 
will not receive this mark and he will or- 
der them killed. Rev. 14:16, 17. 

The false prophet will also appear at 
this time and he will exercise all the pow- 
ers of the first beast. He will influence 
many to worship the beast and believe 
that he is God. He will pull fire down 
from heaven in their presence and will de- 
ceive many by the miracles which he has 
power to do. He will make an image of 
the beast and place it in the holy temple. 
This is done in honor of the man of sin, 
and he will make this image walk and 
talk. This will be one of the most decep- 
tive things that ever happened, and _ it 
will deceive many people, but they that 
know their God shall be strong and do 
exploits. ‘“‘And such as do wickedly 
against the covenant shall be corrupt by 
flatteries: but the people that do know 
their God shall be strong, and do ex- 
ploits. And they that understand among 
the people shall instruct many: yet they 
shall fall by the sword, and by flame, by 
captivity, and by spoil, many days,” Dan.

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“Be Strong and of Good Courage” 


Josh. 1:6 

Time and again God has rallied His 
leaders and people with words of encour- 
agement and comfort. There is much that 
is discouraging along the Christian’s 
pathway. Strength and courage are 
needed on every hand. Joshua needed spe- 
cial courage in his great undertaking of 
leading Israel out of Egypt and to the 
promised land. 

1. If he had looked at himself and de- 
pended on his own natural ability he cer- 
tainly would have become discouraged. 
When we Icok at the human with its ig- 
norance, weakness and sinful tendencies, 
and then what it means to be a real 
overcomer, we will find plenty to dis- 
courage us. Perhaps most of our discour- 
agements come from looking at our- 
selves. 

2. When Joshua looked at the world 
about him, the people, their customs, 
ways and opinions, he saw nothing to en- 
courage his career of faith and spiritual 
power. “This world is not a friend to 
grace to help me on to God” are the 
words of the poet. Joshua found these 
words true, and so has every true fol- 
lower of Jesus. This world is made up of 
things that will tear down Christian faith 
and destroy spiritual living, if we become 
entangled with it. Every humble follower 
of Jesus will find plenty of enemies 
lurking beside his pathway ready to de- 
stroy him. 

3. If Joshua were minded to look about 
him and see the many of his fellowmen 
who had failed God, he might have great 
occasion for discouragement. To look at 
those who have once stood in the front 
ranks, and apparently lived good, but are 
now backslidden, have lost the Spirit out 
of their lives, or have a form of godli- 
ness with no power, will try most any of 
us. Joshua had seen many strong men 
go down in defeat, but he must have 
strength and courage and stand. 

4. But Joshua had much to encourage 
him. If others had gone down in defeat; 
if the battle is still a hot one, with pros- 
pects of getting hotter right along, think 
of his prospects for victory. He has the 
promise of the presence of God wherever 
he may go; God has promised to be with 
him. He has God’s Word, the book of the 
law, he may meditate in it day and night, 
and in practicing it he is assured of con- 
tinued prosperity and of good success. 
God offers to give him all the ground 
that the sole of his “feet shall tread 
upon” (v. 3). God promises him that no 
man shall be able to stand before him 


“all the days of his life,” and how strong 
is this promise, ““As I was with Moses, so 
will be with thee: I will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee” (v. 5). How wonderful! 
And He fulfilled all His good word to 
Joshua. Has God promised us less? By 
no means. We have His presence, His 
glorious Word, and a promise for our ev- 
ery need. Amen.

But let him 
hear that “God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life;” let him cast 
himself for salvation upon Him whose 
blood cleanseth from all sin; let him 
learn and practice the precepts of the 
gospel, and he feels in his spirit that his 
deadly wound is healed. The peace that 
passeth all understanding is in his soul. 
The Spirit itself (Himself) witnesseth 
with his spirit that he is a child of God. 
From the dominion of sin, from the ty- 
ranny of passion, from subjection to a 
sensual and transitory world, from the 
intolerable anguish of a wounded spirit, 
the Son has made him free, and he is free 
indeed. Being justified by faith, he has 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.—Selected.

Is Jesus Christ Himself Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost?

many to mention where Jesus points us 
to His Father. I want to mention here 
just a few in single verses, and ask the 
reader to read the whole chapters where 
Jesus again and again says that God is His 
Father, and not that He Himself claims 
to be the Father, not even in one in- 
stance. Matt. 12:50; 15:13; 16:17-27; 

Mark 8:38; Luke 10:21-22. 

In John 3:16 we read, ‘For God so 
loved the world that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son.” Here we find from Jesus’ 
own words that He was the gift of God 
and not the Father Himself. Now we 
would earnestly ask every honest reader 
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to read the entire fifth chapter of John. 
In chapters 14, 15, 16, 17 alone we find 
dozens of times where Jesus points to 
His Father in heaven while He Himself 
was here on earth. Read Matt. 21:33-39, 
that plain parable about the householder 
and his vineyard, in which Jesus shows 
how the Pharisees had dealt with God’s 
vineyard (Israel), and all the prophets 
which God sent to them, mistreating 
them and killing them, then finally kill- 
ing God’s Son Jesus Christ. Also read the 
17th chapter of John where Jesus prayed 
to the Father, and God, witnessing from 
heaven about His Son on earth, spoke 
the words we find recorded in the fol- 
lowing scriptures: Matt. 3:17; 17:5; 
Mark 1:11; Luke 3:22; 9:35; 2 Peter 
1:16-18. This Peter was one of the three 
eyewitnesses of that wonderful scene in 
Matt. 14:23; 16:16; John 6:69; Rom. 5: 
10; Rom. 8:3; 15:6. 

Even the devil acknowledged Jesus 
Christ to be the Son of God and not the 
Father. Matt. 8:29; Mark 3:11; Luke 4: 
41; Luke 8:28. God calls Jesus His “‘fel- 
low” or companion, comrade, long be- 
fore Jesus was born. Zech. 13:7. Christ 
died unto sin but liveth unto God, not 
God the Father died and now liveth unto 
Himself. Rom. 6:11. Christ is the gift of 
God unto man, Rom. 6:23, and not God 
His own gift unto man. God sent His 
own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh. 
Rom. 8:3. God did not come Himself 
but sent His Son. Read the following: 
Mark 9:37; Luke 9:48; John 6:44, 57; 
7:28; 12:49; 14:24. Christ was raised by 
the Father. Rom. 6:4; 1 Cor. 6:14. Paul 
does not say that the Father raised Him- 
self from the dead. 

In all His writings Paul referred to 
two persons when he spoke of God the 
Father and God the Son. Friend, all 
scriptures referring to God the Father 
and Jesus as God’s Son are so plain that a 
wayfaring man though a fool need not 
err therein. Yet men will allow them- 
selves to be carried away into thoughts 
so unscriptural and silly indeed, and folks 
claim all these’ years that the Father God 
had become the Son, had left all the -uni- 
verse to manage itself for the thirty- 
three and a half years that He was on 
earth. But Jesus here on earth, in His 
preaching and teaching, told the people 
that He was the Son of God and He al- 
ways said that His Father was in heaven. 

These folks say that Jesus came down 
to earth in the Holy Ghost on the day of 
Pentecost. Jesus said that He would send 
the Holy Ghost from the Father. Luke 
24:29; John 15:26. Jesus tells us that He 
and His Father are one in mind and pur- 
pose and what the Father says the Son al- 
ways agrees to and that that the Son says 
the Father is pleased with for Jesus told 
His hearers that He spoke always as He 
heard from His Father. John 5:30. John 
8:26; John 12:49. Jesus said the Father 
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loved Him because He did always the 
will of the Father or the things that 
pleased Him. Now this proves that God 
the Father is not Jesus and that Jesus 
came not back to earth in the Holy 
Ghost. 

Now to prove that Jesus was in heaven 
with the Father while the Holy Ghost 
was doing a marvelous work here on 
earth in and through His apostles and 
disciples in general. Stephen full of the 
Holy Ghost and doing mighty miracles 
through the power of the Holy Ghost 
saw the heavens open 
standing at the right hand of God. The 
Father and Son were in heaven and the 
Holy Ghost, the third person in the Trin- 
ity, here on earth. Acts 7:55, 56. 

In Rev. 1:1 we see where God the Fa- 
ther gave to His Son Jesus Christ this 
mighty revelation. In Rev. 3:12 Jesus 
says; ““He that overcometh will I make 
a pillar in the temple of my God, .. . . 
and I will write upon him the name of 
my God,” and in verse 21, the same 
chapter, Jesus says, ‘To the overcomer 
will I grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and set down 
with my Father in his throne.” In Rev. 5 
we see Jesus standing before His Father 
who sat on a throne, here in the form 
of an innocent lamb. We all know the 
meaning of this picture. This all occurred 
many years after the promised Holy 
Ghost had come to the earth, and these 
folks tell us Jesus was at that time here 
on earth in the Holy Ghost. How anyone 
dares to inject such a falsehood into the 
minds of people who are ignorant of the 
Bible is a thing that we can not com- 
prehend. What awful judgment awaits 
such wrong teachers. James says, “Be not 
many masters” (or as some translators 
render it, Do not every one undertake to 
be a teacher or you will receive the 
greater damnation). 

These folks that teach that Jesus is the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost take also for 
proof John 14:9 where Jesus answered 
Philip, ““Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thou not known me, 
Philip? He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father.” But they forget to see in 
verse 10 the interpretation of verse 9. 
Jesus tells Philip that the Father dwells 
in Him by His Spirit. Then, as far as 
God the Father’s personal image is con- 
cerned, we can see from other scriptures 
that Jesus Christ looks exactly like His 
Father God. Paul, who was taken up in 
the Spirit into the third heaven and who 
no doubt saw Jesus and His Father when 
he received by revelation this gospel that 
he preached (Gal. 1:8-12), tells us in 
Heb. 1:3 that Jesus is the express image 
of the Father God. Now image does not 
mean character but bodily appearance. 
In 2 Cor. 4:4 he tells us the same thing, 
and in John 12:45 we see it again, that 
Jesus shows us that He looks like His 


and Jesus Christ - 
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Father. One more proof that God looks 
like His Son and through this scripture 
we substantiate the proof that Jesus 
wanted to show Philip that God the Fa- 
ther of Jesus Christ looks just like His 
Son Jesus Christ whom He had sent. Je- 
sus said in John 5:36, “But I have great- 
er witness than that of John: for the 
works which the Father hath give me to 
finish, the same works that I do, bear 
witness of me, that the Father hath sent 
me.” Please read all of the fifth chapter 
of St. John. 

Paul in writing to the Galatians, 1:8, 
said, “But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto you 
than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed.” Now I know 
Paul preached not to please men. May the 
Lord bless all who read this.

11:32, 33. The people that retain God 
will be helped by His mighty power and 
will be able to do many things that will 
instruct the people and prove that the 
beast is not God. “And the king shall do 
according to his will; and he shall exalt 
himself, and magnify himself above ev- 
ery god, and shall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods, and shall pros- 
per till the indignation be accomplished: 
for that that is determined shall be 
done,” Dan. 11:36. This shows that the 
man of sin will be determined and will 
magnify himself in his heart. He will 
speak against God and His cause and will 
destroy everything that opposes him. 





There are so many scriptures in Dan- 
iel that have to be put in their proper 
places before you can get a clear under- 
standing of Antichrist and his reign, but 
we are sure that the tribulation week will 
begin just after the rapture and for three 
and a half years there will be peace and 
plenty. The Jews will be the main people 
involved in the deception, and in the 
middle of the week this man of sin will 
make demand upon them. Up uatil the 
middle of the week they will think he is 
their Christ but when he makes a demand 
of them to worship him they will find 
that he is not Christ. 

“And I heard the man clothed in linen, 
which was upon the waters of the river, 
when he held up his right hand and his 
left hand unto heaven, and sware by him 
that liveth for ever that it shall be for a 
time, times, and an half; and when he 
shall have accomplished to scatter the 
power of the holy people, all these things 
shall be finished,” Dan. 12:7. 

We are sure that this verse of scripture 
refers to the last half of the tribulation 
week, and by his decrees he has stopped 
the temple worship and also scattered the 
mighty and holy people, which are tribu- 
lation saints. 

“And from the time that the daily sac- 
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rifice shall be taken away, and the abom- 
ination that maketh desolate set up, there 
shall be a thousand two hundred and 
ninety days. Blessed is he that waiteth, 
and cometh to the thousand three hun- 
dred and five and thirty days,” Des. 12: 
Fi; 32; 


“Three periods of ‘days’ date from the 
abomination, that is, the blasphemous as- 
sumption of deity by the beast. Matt. 24: 
15; 2 Thess. 2:4. First, twelve hundred 
and sixty days to the destruction of the 
beast, Dan. 7:25; 12:7; Rev. 13:5; 19: 
19, 20. This is also the duration of the 
great tribulation. Cf. Dan. 12:4. Second, 
dating from the same event is a period 
of twelve hundred and ninety days, an 
addition of thirty days. Dan. 12:11. 
Third, again forty-five days are added, 
and with them the promise of verse 12. 
No account is directly given of that 
which occupies the interval of seventy- 
five days between the end of the tribula- 
tion and the full blessing of verse 12. It 
is suggested that the explanation may be 
found in the prophetic descriptions of the 
events following the battle of Armaged- 
don. Rev. 16:14; 19:21. The beast is de- 
stroyed, and Gentile world dominion 
ended, by the smiting of the ‘stone cut 
out without hands’ at the end of the 
twelve hundred and sixty days, but the 
scene is, so to speak, filled with the de- 
bris of the image which the ‘wind’ must 
carry away before full blessing comes in. 
Dan. 2:35.”—Scofield.
